It  is  very  valuable 
as  a  fattening  grain  for  hogs  as  well  as  a  good  general  feed  for  cattle, 
horses,  and  chickens.  The  U.  S.  Dept,  of  Agriculture  in  their  Proso  Bulle¬ 
tin  give  many  valuable  statistics  in  this  regard.  When  hulled  and  ground 
Proso  may  be  used  as  a  breakfast  cereal,  similar  to  wheat  or  rice,  or  as  a 
fiour  in  breads  and  other  pastry.  Sow  15  to  25  pounds  to  the  acre.
